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DESIGNER maker in silver and gold, Julia Thompson, 
has her studio at Flaxdrayton Farm near South 
Petherton where she recently took part in the Som¬ 
erset Arts Week open studios event. 

After a degree in design and classes in jewellery 
making Julia headed to Latin America for inspiration 
an additional class in Mexico. 

On her return she met Pippa Berthon, a renowned 
silversmith from Langport, and became her appren¬ 
tice. Since 2006 Julia has been a professional de¬ 
signer maker and moved into her larger workshop in 
January this year. 

She works with hand tools in a traditional fabrica¬ 
tion method and more recently acid etching tech¬ 
niques. Julia also teaches small groups and couples 
who want to make their own wedding rings. 

Preferring to work in silver, ironically she won a sil¬ 
ver in the Craft and Design Select Awards this year 
after attending the British Craft Trade Fair in Harro¬ 
gate. Julia shows her work in several distant outlets 
as well as the Meeting House and the 303 Gallery lo¬ 
cally but is still trying to establish her name in top 
circles, which she expects to take a few more years.

• WHAT do you enjoy most about 
your work? 

I like designing something from 
scratch and seeing it through to 
the finished product and I do 
like commissions. The nicest 
ones are when people let me 
be as free as possible. Acid 
etching has brought a new H 
dynamic as I can get almost 
photo images into the metal. 

• WHERE are your inspira¬ 
tions from? ^k 

I like to design collections with a 
theme, my adornment collection is 
very evocative of classical costume 
and has a vintage feel but I also like 
folklore using hares and trees. With my 
magpie collection I wanted to illustrate a narra¬ 
tive. Fabrics and dresses do inspire my work. 

• IF you could time travel which era would you 
choose? 

I think I would like to go to the Victorian era then jump 
forward to the thirties because I'm also quite interested 
in Deco. 

• HAVE you ever thought you would like to design 
for certain person? 

Not really although several people have said I should try 
to get my work onto a film set because it has a theatrical 
style about it. 

• WHAT three things would you want on your desert 
island? 

I'm a practical person so I'd like an axe so I could chop 
things up and be able to weave more things and make a 
fire. I'd also like a feather pillow, I've been travelling and 
there's nothing like a decent pillow and a good pair of 
boots. 

• you have any hobbies? 

I'm learning to sail with my dad at the moment and I love 



sewing, I have a hand operated 
Singer sewing machine and like 
to make curtains and cushions 
to relax. I also like DIY and built 

• my own work bench. 

• WHAT are you most look¬ 
ing forward to about being a 
mum? 

Reliving my childhood with all 
the old stories and characters I 
loved, like Winnie the Pooh, Beat¬ 
rix Potter and Roald Dahl. 

• HAVE you travelled a lot? 

Yes I went all over central and south 
America but also New Zealand and Asia. I re¬ 
cently went to Asia with my boyfriend Justin, he is 
a mechanic and learning all about classic vehicle restora¬ 
tion. 

• OF all your travels what was the best? 

I love Costa Rica, I worked with turtle conservation for 
three months and was coffee bean picking, living fru¬ 
gally with the locals, it was very humbling seeing how 
other people live and had a great influence on my out¬ 
look.

Permission granted for new take-away 
shop, against decision of town council 


CREWKERNE will be seeing another takeaway 
opening in the town after the South Somerset 
District Council Area West Committee disagreed 
with the objections of the town council. 

Permission has been granted for the change of 
use of 1-3 East Street, next to the Post Office, for 


a hot food takeaway by Mr Shi Yun Chen, pro¬ 
prietor of the Tiger Chan takeway on the corner 
of Abbey Street. 

The town council had called for rejection due 
to the close proximity to the junction with the 
mini roundabout and fears of congestion, with 


drivers stopping to pick up food. 

However the committee said there was no plan¬ 
ning reason for rejection. Speaking at the town 
council, Councillor Mike Best suggested the next 
planning and highway agenda should include a 
discussion on double yellow lining.

Fence in time for inspection 

JIGSAW Preschool got their required fencing at the George 
Reynolds Centre in time for their Ofsted inspection. 

As reported last week there was a last minute hitch over 
the fence being the responsibility of the pre-school and 
not part of the building costs. 

After some negotiation it was agreed Crewkerne Sport 
Youth and Leisure Ltd, the charity who will run the centre, 
would pay for the erection of the four feet picket fence and 
Jigsaw would pay back the cost of £400 over a period of 
time. 

The town council agreed to give the time of their staff to 
erect the fence as a goodwill gesture but it was established 
that they had no responsibility for the fence or its mainte¬ 
nance as landlords of the property.

Public views influence police 


AFTER public consultation was 
carried out by the local beat team 
over the past few months, Crewk- 
eme police have issued a list of the 
main concerns that were voiced. 

Parking issues - Illegal parking 
has recently been decriminalised in 
Crewkerne. It will now mostly be 
dealt with by a dedicated team 
from Somerset Parking Services. 

Visibility - More visibility and 
more patrols were requested. Pa¬ 
trol plans are regularly reviewed to 
identify opportunities for addi¬ 
tional directed patrols. The police 
have also introduced special cars 


for additional patrols specifically 
in relation to anti-social behaviour. 

Speeding - There are a number of 
Community Speedwatches (CSW) 
operating in the area. These are 
regularly supported by Crewkerne 
Beat Team and the Road Policing 
Unit. A Speed Awareness Week 
was held in August in which addi¬ 
tional CSW events were held 
across the district, with support 
from local officers. 

The following meetings for any¬ 
one interested in joining Speed 
Watch in Crewkerne and Merriott 
are being held on: Monday, Octo¬ 


ber 29th at 7pm at the Council 
Chamber, Crewkerne Town Hall 
and Tuesday, October 30th, at 7pm 
in the Tithe Barn, Church Street, 
Merriott. 

There were a lot of positive 
comments and good feedback 
about local policing given during 
the consultation which the local 
beat team said were great to hear.

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Heading for the Nile 
to support education 


TATWORTH tutors Peter and Liz Rosser are on their 
way to Uganda today to take part in a sponsored 280- 
mile seven-day bicycle ride run by Classic Tours, in sup¬ 
port of the Community Link Development charity 

The couple are both retired school teachers, turned pri¬ 
vate tutors, who met through the charity at a pre-training 
session in 2001. They had both seen the same advert in 
the Times Educational Supplement looking for global 
teachers. They gave up their summer holiday to live 
among the Ugandan community and teach children but 
were posted in different areas. They had kept in touch 
after the trip and ended up together. 

Peter said they had not been back due to troubles in the 
country and were excited to be returning to the same area. 

“It is a privilege to be doing this as education is highly 
valued in Uganda. It was one of the first countries to try 
and implement the UN educational programme and we 
are looking forward to seeing the progress the charity has 
made. I don’t think there was one of us that hadn’t taught 
100 children under a mango tree but they are very eager 
to learn. We are looking forward to seeing new class¬ 
rooms and smaller classes.” 

Liz said it had been the best five weeks she had ever 
experienced and, although anticipating a rough ride on 
the bikes in heat they were not acclimatised to, she was 
really looking forward to the trip. The charity had pro¬ 
vided them with a six month training programme which, 
they said, had made them lose weight and feel much 
healthier and although not regular cyclists before, they 
had enjoyed biking round their local area. 

Their ride will take them from the historic source of 
the Nile to the stunning Murchison Falls National Park 
and will include an overnight stay at the Ziwa Rhino 
Sanctuary and a visit to Murchison Falls National Park 
where they hope to catch a glimpse of wild chimpanzee. 

They were paying their own basic expenses for the trip 
so all cash sponsorship would go straight to the charity

SOMERSET County Council chairman John Edney pre¬ 
sented 65 awards for services to the county’s community 
to people who have dedicated their time and energy to oth¬ 
ers. 

In the annual ceremony held at Taunton Rugby Club, 
people from across the county were brought forward who 
had been nominated for their good work within their local 
community. 

Councillor Edney said: “The number of awards presented 
this year is the highest we’ve ever had so it goes to show 
that community spirit is alive and well and living in Som¬ 
erset. We heard remarkable stories of what people in all 
walks of life carry out, things that might not otherwise hap¬ 
pen without their goodwill.” 

As well as a certificate, each recipient was given either a 
tie or brooch pin to commemorate the night, presented by 
councillor Edney’s wife, Betty. 

The recipients of Chairman Award for Services to the 
Community in this area were as follows: 

• John Bowman, from Merriott, who has worked to 
bring about change to improves the lives of residents in 
Merriott. He started with the village plan and has suc¬ 
ceeded in implementing the village newsletter, Merriott 
website, successfully negotiated the opening of a pharmacy 
and the plans to have a doctor’s surgery. 

He said: “I think I am doing it on behalf of quite a lot of 
people in the village, they deserve the recognition. The sur¬ 
gery is next.” 

# Former town councillors, Peter and Veronica Chard, 
from Crewkerene, were nominated by current council 
members as they have both remained highly active in the 
community. Peter founded the First Crewkerne Boys 
Brigade, where he was active for 25 years. He is also a 
founder member of the Crewkerne Civic Society to which 
he still belongs and is one of the longest serving members 
of Crewkerne Rotary Club and has been a member of the 
Royal British Legion for 15 years. 

Veronica is often seen litter-picking or weeding the 
flower beds. She is a friend of Crewkerne Cemetery and 
member of the Crewkerne Civic Society and the League 
of Friends of Crewkerne Hospital, where she is chairman 
of the fundraising committee, organising the annual fete 
and draw. She is also a trustee of the Speedwell Club and 
has been a member of the Red Cross for over 20 years.

They remarked: “We are honoured to feel than Crewk¬ 
erne thinks we deserve this award, we have enjoyed what 
we do.” 

• David Froome, from Seavington St Mary, has led vil¬ 
lage projects, including the village plan, outlining the com¬ 
munity’s wishes. He then took on editorship of the 
Seavington News and also worked with two others to 
launch the village website. One of the targets of the plan 
was to see a village shop re-established. A small committee 
set about raising the money and in 2010 this was achieved. 
David organised and planned the official opening by HRH 
the Countess of Wessex and produced a commemorative 
booklet outlining village celebrations over the Diamond 
Jubilee. 

He commented: “We all have a duty to our community 
to contribute all we can and that’s all I’ve done.” 

• Ernest Kong, from Hardington Madeville, donated a 
three-acre field and a significant part of the funding for the 
development of the much-needed Hardington Community 
Field. The village was previously one of few across the 
country with no recreational space and this was highlighted 
in the parish plan of 2008. 

• Sam Lewis, from Norton-sub-Hamdon, has run the 
Stoke-sub-Hamdon Youth Club with a group of volunteers 
for the last four years. Until recently it was the only youth 
provision for Stoke and the surrounding area and Mr Lewis 
was involved in forming the Hamdon Youth Group, cov¬ 
ering both Norton and Stoke-sub-Hamdon. This has been 
instrumental in increasing the provision for young people, 
now including a bike project led by Mr Lewis, the Somer¬ 
set Rural Youth Project and opportunities in conjunction 
with Ham Hill and the Sports and Recreation Trust. 

He said: “I did feel I was in very good company tonight 
and having got it, I feel is not just for me but for a lot of 
other people as well, so I accept it on their behalf.” 

• Alan Potter, from Martock, is a constant volunteer, 
going beyond the community safety engagement activities 
as part of his role with Devon and Somerset Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service. With colleagues and partners in Martock and 
South Somerset, he has delivered opportunities for com¬ 
munities, principally engaging young people in road safety 


education. 

Mr Potter was overseas on the presentation night and col¬ 
leagues from the service accepted on his behalf. 

• The Stone family of Chard - Maggie, Eric and daugh¬ 
ter Helena - received a joint award for their work on the 
Chard Carnival Committee. The Stone family has been as¬ 
sociated with carnivals for a many years, not only in Chard 
but across Somerset. They are always there to assist in any 
events in Chard and contribute to the well-being of the 
town’s residents. 

Helena said they were all a bit stunned to have been nom¬ 
inated but very proud. 

# Philip Underhill, from Ashill, brought together a 
group of people who put on fundraising events, which en¬ 
abled them to purchase land for a playing field. They now 
have a tennis club, a five-a-side football pitch, a sports 
ground, swings and slides, which Ashill School uses as its 
school sports ground. He also developed a local pond, 
which became the Millennium Pond, and carried out re¬ 
pairs to the church and village hall. For the recent Queen’s 


Diamond Jubilee celebrations, Phil built a dance floor to 
accommodate 200 people for the Saturday evening dance. 

He commented: “I am highly honoured on behalf of 
Ashill Parish Council, this is for the village.” 

• Carol Walker, from Misterton, supported by her sister 
Dot, has worked consistently to raise funds for her village 
and for national charities. She has led fundraising for the 
WI Hall and for Misterton Village Hall and organises reg¬ 
ular lunches and coffee mornings to encourage community 
spirit. Carol is also a parish councillor. 

She said: “I would like to thank everybody for nominat¬ 
ing me, it was a real surprise. I’d like to pat special tribute 
to my sister, Dottie, who helps me in everything and all 
the WI team for their support.” 

• Jo Walshe was awarded as the Postmistress of Shep- 
ton Beauchamp and and active member of the community. 
The Post Office acts as the sales office for village events, 
which she encourages people to join. Many events take 
place including fun runs, balls and bonfire parties, all of 
which Jo helps plan.

Campaign to buy heating oil early gets underway 


OIL distribution industry trade association, FPS (Federa¬ 
tion of Petroleum Suppliers) is joining forces with the Gov¬ 
ernment and Consumer agencies, ACRE (Action with 
Communities in Rural England), Citizens Advice Bureau 
and Consumer Focus to launch the 'Buy Oil Early Cam¬ 
paign'. 

The campaign is urging homeowners and businesses 
that use oil for heating to get themselves prepared for the 
winter and not be caught out by bad weather which 
causes disruption to supplies. 

Now is the time when householders and businesses 
should be starting to think about what their needs are 
going to be for the winter and should be prepared. Filling 
up your tank now is a good idea, especially as the price of 
oil is lower and demand is not as high. The increased de¬ 
mand during the winter months and especially in the run¬ 
up to Christmas, usually means delivery delays so the FPS 
along with the Buy Oil Early Campaign partners is urging 
people to make sure they don't get caught out by leaving 
it too late. 

Chief Executive of the FPS, Mark Askew comments: "Our 
members understand that payments for bulk oil deliveries 
can cause problems for customers especially around the 
Christmas period. By planning their deliveries now cus¬ 
tomers can ensure that they have the oil they need to keep 
warm and allow themselves to fit the payment into their 
budget more easily. Consumers may also want to plan 
ahead for 2013 now as many oil distributors run payment 
schemes to encourage customers to have bigger, less fre¬ 
quent deliveries but then spread the payments out over 
the whole year, helping both financially and ensuring 


homeowners don't run out of fuel when winter hits. 

For those customers who find the cost of oil a struggle 
they should contact their local Citizens Advice Bureau to 
ensure that they have the information required to ensure 
that they are receiving all of the benefits and support to 
which they are entitled". 

John Flayes, Energy Minister, said: "I welcome the cam¬ 
paign by consumer groups and industry to encourage 
heating oil consumers to stock up early this winter. 

Previous severe winters show that it is better to stock up 
before the cold weather sets in, when suppliers have spare 
delivery capacity. 

Ordering oil later risks longer delivery times, especially 
if cold weather increases demand and disrupts deliveries. 

I would also encourage all consumers to save money on 
heating their homes by ensuring their homes are fully in¬ 
sulated." 

Mark Askew adds:"Our members remind customers that 
they should order early, but people have got into a pattern 
of ordering the minimum quantity. 

Customers have had a trend of ordering 500 litres and 
then run out in the middle of the winter, when the weather 
is worst and deliveries are disrupted. We are trying to ed¬ 
ucate people to think ahead and be prepared. 

In winter, the UK can also experience shortages of heat¬ 
ing oil at terminals. Demand is obviously governed by the 
weather and a prolonged cold snap, means that the ter¬ 
minals are unable to provide product quickly enough and 
consumers can run out whilst waiting for deliveries as dis¬ 
tributors have to go further afield to get supplies."

MANY visitors enjoyed Apple Day at National Trust prop¬ 
erty Barrington Court, although there was no a glut of ap¬ 
ples, like last year, which saw people queuing to bring 
their surplus fruit to be pressed at the event. 

The star attraction as always was the 100-year-old press 
which visitors enjoyed observing in action thanks to the 
hard working staff and volunteers. 

Ruth Summers from Horton was watching the pressing 
process and commented that the method the team were 
using with sacks as strainers, was very different to the 
method used by her parents in their cider making days at 
a farm in Buckland St Mary. She said they had used layers 
of straw and apples and farmers used to take turns to go 
from one farm to the next to help each other get the work 
done. 

She added: “When apples weren’t needed so much the 
orchards were grubbed out, it’s nice to see them coming 
back again.” 

Athough the crop was down at Barrington, with ten 
acres and over 70 varieties, head gardener Christine Brain 
said they had already made three vats of juice and there 
was certainly enough to see them through this year. 

The blended apple juice and two of the ciders won a Na¬ 
tional Trust Fine Farm Produce Award which is supported 
by Freedom Food. 

There was an array of the types of apple they grow on 
display which was helpful to those needing to identify 
their own fruit trees. 

Julie Smart had moved house last year and had brought 
along three types of apple growing in her small orchard, 
the origins of which were unknown. Liz Copas from the 
National Association of Cider Makers was on hand to offer 
her extensive knowledge in identification of old varieties. 
She said one of the fruits was a Morgan Sweet, a sweeter 
cider apple named after the Morgan firm in Bristol that 
used to sell them on to the Welsh market. 

Apple variety names vary as much as the fruits them¬ 
selves and the favourite among the team was a cheeky lit¬ 
tle number named Slack Ma Girdle. 

There were crafts activities for children and seven year 
old Rachel White from Crewkerne had a great time paint¬ 
ing an apple tree and making print patterns with apples cut 
to shape.

Yes, to chicken sheds 

AN APPLICATION to extend a poultry farm in Chaf- 
fcombe was passed by South Somerset District 
Council after going to the Area West Committee. 

Robert Manning of Devonshire Poultry Limited ap¬ 
plied to erect two poultry buildings with associated 
infrastructure on the north side of Cricket Lane ad¬ 
jacent to Woodhouse Lane in Chaffcombe. 

The existing two buildings house approximately 
72,000 birds for broiler rearing .The application was 
for two new buildings of similar size to hold an ad¬ 
ditional 64,000 birds. 

Some villagers objected at the meeting on the 
grounds of air and noise pollution. There had also 
been concerns by the ecology officer about ammo¬ 
nia and nitrates reaching the wildflowers of the 
Chard Reservoir nature reserve. 

Ward member Councillor Sue Osborne said that 
the parish council meeting regarding the applica¬ 
tion had been one of the best attended on record 
and her opinion was that the previous owners rep¬ 
utation had tainted the opinion of the objectors. 

Mr Manning had held an open farm to allow locals 
to see the set-up for themselves but only four parish 
councillors and one member of the public had 
shown up. 

Aware that the business would be under strict 
emissions control by the Environment Agency the 
committee voted for approval. 

Criminal assets benefit 

CREWKERNE area community projects will be two 
out of over 30 across Avon and Somerset to benefit, 
from criminals being stripped of their assets. 

Under the Proceeds of Crime Act the 34 schemes, 
spread across the Avon and Somerset Police's six 
districts will receive a share of £30,500. 

Those benefiting from the grants vary and in 
Crewkerne for the "Warriors in Christ" group, which 
consists of former drug addicts who have turned 
their lives around and are helping to transform their 
local communities by doing odd jobs, the funding 
will be used to help develop their general building 
and gardening skills. 

The second will be an anti- burglary scheme cov¬ 
ering Chard, Crewkerne, llchester, Mudford, South 
Petherton and Yeovil areas. 

Hedgerow management 

THE Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty team is or¬ 
ganising a demonstration on hedgerow manage¬ 
ment for wood fuel, following research carried as 
part of a major European project involving other 
AONBs in the South West and French partners. 

The event will be held at Wambrook in November 
and include talks and a demonstration of hedgerow 
management techniques. 

An area of hedgerow was cut differently last year 
as an experiment (the French leave theirs taller and 
use it like coppicing, harvesting the firewood in a 
sustainable way). The event is aimed at farmers and 
land managers. 

Music to their ears 

AUDIENCES to the Chard Light Operatic Society's 
presentation of 'The Sound of Music' have been 
doing their own singing, of the praises of the show 
which was a real hit. 

The popular classic played to large audiences at 
the Guildhall and gave everyone a feel good factor 
to lift them from the gloom of autumn. 

The children were particularly praised for their 
professionalism alongside the more experienced 
adults and had auditioned for CLOS from as far away 
as Bridport and Wellington. They were not all CATS 
members as previously mentioned in The Week¬ 
ender, we apologise for any confusion.

THANKS to permission from landowner Jonathan 
Ho sky ns, a group of people from North Perrott and 
Haselbury Plucknett have started their own sustainable 
woodland project. 

The Willis Lane Woodland project began last autumn 
when a worker on North Perrot Fruit Farm, Graham Ellis 
known to everyone as Laugh, approached the landowner 
about managing the strip of land between the lane and the 
packing shed and Mr Hoskyns said he was happy for 
them to go ahead. 

They made up a plan to collect firewood and then man¬ 
age the woodland for the future, the aim being to create 
a sustainable community resource, whilst encouraging 
and maintaining the biodiversity of the natural woodland 
eco system. 

On Sunday they had their first working party of the sea¬ 
sons, where three generations were getting stuck into 
clearing work while the kettle simmered on a tripod over 
a small fire. 

Stuart Aylett, who has been concerned about wanting to 
live a more sustainable lifestyle for several years, was 
keen to come on board and said the idea was growing in 
popularity. 

He continued: “Last year there were only six of us, this 
year that number has doubled. It’s amazing the amount 
of resources you can get out of areas like these. We have 
all had wood for our fires and timber to make things. 

“Last year was spent cleaning the area up and removing 
the laurel, then we looked up into the canopy and found 
hung trees so started felling with the help of tree surgeon 
Alan Stott. 

“Some of them were 80 feet tall. That let more light in 
and this year we have all kinds of saplings, which we are 
thinning out and some of us are taking ones to re-plant 
elsewhere. We are mainly keeping ash and sycamore. 

“Next year we are hoping to have a shave horse making 
day and want to hold spoon carving courses in the wood¬ 
land.” 

The strip of land has been plotted and they will work 
on one area at a time, the group is open to anyone from 


the two villages and surrounding area who has an interest 
in woodland and is prepared to help. 

Timber resources are shared between the volunteers in¬ 
volved in harvesting and other activities such as forest 
school events for children, studying and documenting the 
flora and fauna and planting of fruit and nut trees. 


The next working day, subject to weather, will be Sat¬ 
urday November 17th, when there will be felling of the 
under story from 9.30am to 12.30pm and brush and log 
removal from 1pm to 3pm.
